BELIEVES IN LABOR UNIONS 


Asserts Workers Have Right to Or- 


aanlze-Tell. U. S. Body That He Is 
More Than Willing to Rectify Any 
Wrongs He May Have Committed. 


New York, JanT^-Jcnn D Recto- 


feller Jr., In testifying before the 
federal commission on Industi1.. reta 
tlons on Monday strongly defended his 
attitude in the Colorado mine strike 
but at the same time he advanced tie 
opinion that it Is Just as proper to 
labor to organize for Its own protec 
tioo. as for capital to do so. 


In addition to being an active direc 


tor ot the Colorado Fuel & Iron com 
pany. Mr Rockefeller Is also one o 
the chief directors of the Rockefelle 
foundation, one of the philanthropl 
aggregations ot capital which are b£ 
ing Investigated by the commission. 


Mr Rockefeller was first asked as.t 


his occupation. He said: 


"That is a hard question to answer. 


I spend part of my time directing the 


. 
Rockefeller foundation, and part di- 
recting the Industries established by 
my father. At other times I devote 
myself to matters of investment." 


Then the witness began reading a 


statement, which had been prepared in 
advance, part ot which follows: 


"Anyone who has followed the con- 


troversy which has arisen out of the 
Colorado situation will have observed 
that no effort has been spared to make 
It appear that 1 have attempted to ex- 
ercise a kind of absolutism over the 
coal industry of Colorado and particu- 
larly that I have tried to dictate a 
policy of nonrecognltion of unions. An 
attitude toward Industry and toward 
labor such as is here implied Is so ab- 
horrent to me personally and so con- 
trary to the spirit of my whole pur- 
pose and training that I cannot allow 
theso allegations to pass unnoticed. I 
believe It to be Just as proper and ad- 
vantageous for labor to associate it- 
Belt Into organized groups for the ad- 
vancement of its legitimate Interests, 
as tor capital to combine for the same 
object. Combinations ot capital are 
sometimes conducted in an unworthy 
manner, contrary to law and in disre- 
gard to the Interests both of labor and 
the public. Such combinations cannot 
be too strongly condemned nor too 
vigorously dealt with. 


"As respects the question of the 


recognition or nonrecognitlon of labor 
unions in Colorado my attitude has 
boon In conformity with the views 
have expressed relative to the respon 
sibility of stockholders, directors and 
managers. The hiring and discharging 
of men and the framing of agreement 
as respects the same are function 
which I have regarded as rightfully be- 
longing to the management and not tr 
be the stockholders' or directors'. 


"Doubtless mistakes have been mad 


and conditions are still Imperfect 
have no desire to defend any cond 
tions that are Justly subject to crit 
clsm. I only ask that the responsibl 
ity for them be apportioned talrly." 


Pressed by Walsh, Rockefeller fina 


ly said: 
I 


"The commission has doubtless got 


much information with reference to 
the subjects that you have been de- 
veloping. Personally as a director of 
'he Colorado Fuel & Iron company I 
should be very happy to have any mat- 
ter of abuse or of wrongs you may 
have found brought to my attention. I 
can assure you that I should be only 
too happy to do anything in my power 
to see that such wrongs are righted."

teawan insane asylum. 


The reasons that actuated Attorney 


General Woodbury are embodied In 
the telegram of dismissal which he 
sent to Jerome. The telegram in part 
reads: 


"You and Mr. Kennedy ought to be 


congratulated upon the successful cul- 
mination of your efforts for the return 
of Harry K. Thaw to the rightful Juris- 
diction of the courts oC this state 
The case will now be handled by the 
attorney general's office. I thank you 
tor your services. 


"EGBDRT E. WOODBURY, 


Thus ends the long prosecution of 


Thaw by Jerome. And thus one of the 
greatest obstacles between Thaw and 
freedom is removed. Thaw's friends 
are openly predicting that Thaws 
chances for victory in his coming fight 
are now more than bright. 


Jerome has been connected with, the 


case since the night the Pittsburgh 
millionaire shot and killed Stanford 
White, nine years ago next June.

In Kane County—Announced 


In Chicago. 


Chicago, Jan. 26—Orders were re- 


ceived on Saturday by Dr. S. E. Ben- 
nett, in charge of the bureau of animal 
Industry of the department of agricul- 
ture, to stop killing cattle afflicted 
with foot and-mouth disease and obey 
the injunction granted in Kane county 
against the state and federal veteri- 
narians. 
This order was announced 


at a meeting of cattle owners, live 
stock commission dealers and traders 
held at the stockyards here. 


Galveston, Tex., Jan. 25—The for- 


mer Hamburg-American steamship Da- 
cia, with a cargo of 11,000 bales of cot- 
ton for Germany, cleared for Rotter- 
dam, via Norfolk, and sailed at day- 
break Saturday. 


Officials realize that Great Britain

SHELLS HIT BRITISH SHIPS 


Admiral Beatty's Flagship Lion and 


a Torpedo Boat Damaged In 


Naval Battle. 


London, Jan. 28—The British bat- 


tle cruiser Lion was struck below the 
water line and her forward compart- 
ment flooded so that she had to be 
towed to port by the battle cruiser 
Indomitable, one British 
destroyer 


was struck and towed to port, one of- 
ficer and 13 men were killed, and 
three officers and 20 men wounded In 
the Helgoland naval battle In the 
North sea on Sunday, according to ad- 
ditional reports given out by the of- 
ficial press bureau on Tuesday. 


The Lion is reported to have been 


Admiral Beatty's flagship. All the 
British ships and destroyers engaged 
in Sunday's action have returned to 
port, says the admiralty. This contra- 
dicts the Berlin report that one of 
the British ships was sunk. 


The official statement from Berlin 


reiterated that a British cruiser had 
sunk and added the assertion that two 
British torpedo boats were sunk.

51 per cent of the stock. The ship- 
ping board is to consist of the secre- 
taries of commerce and the treasury, 
with three additional members.

Complicated and conflict- 
ing provisions In the laws are a hin- 
drance to effective enforcement, he 
asserts. 


Offers Water Power Plan. 


Assemblyman Carl Pleper, Manomo- 


nie, is working on a water power bill 
which he thinks will help to solve the 
problem 30 that the public1 will begin 
to reap some immediate benefits. 


His bill will enable any governmen- 


tal unit that exorcises the taxing pow- 
er—county, city, village or town—to 
develop a water power for its own use 
or for profit. The only restriction in 
the bill will be i nthe amount of bonds 
that may be sold to build reservoirs 
and plants. This limit will be 25 per 
cent of the assessed valuation of the 
unit making the issue. 


Heretofore 
municipalities 
have 


owned utilities of this character only 
for their own purpose. 
Mr. Pieper 


proposes to permit northern counties, 
towns and cities to acquire 
water 


power sites, build plants and sell the 
power they generate to private con- 
cerns, such as paper mills and fac- 
tories. 


The state road school held under the 


auspices of the state highway commis- 
sion adopted resolutions approving the 
proposed 
recommendations of 
the 


state highway commission regarding 
changes in the highway construction 
law. 
These resolutions recommend 


that state aid for cities and villages 
of 5,000 population or less be discon- 
tinued, that all the fees received for 
licensing automobiles be remitted to 
the county in which the owners of the 
cars reside, except the actual ex- 
pense of issuing the licenses. 
State Road Board Would Cut Taxes. 


Methods for lowering the cost of 


good roads construction and mainte- 
nance to the taxpayers, of the state 
are recommended in the biennial re- 
port of the state highway commission, 
filed with the governor. 


The commission recommends the 


state highway aid law bo amended to 
provide: 


That state aid funds be apportioned 


among counties in proportion to their 
valuation, without respect 
to the 


amount to be expended in the county, 
with the provision that unless certain 
sums be appropriated for road work in 
the counties, state aid would be relin- 
quished in proportion to the deficiency 
between the county's appropriation 
and the amount called for by the full 
state aid, such reverted amounts to 
remain in the state highway fund un- 
til the succeeding year. 


That state and county aid for im- 


provement of streets of cities be re- 
scinded. 


That automobile license fees collect- 


ed by the state shall be returned to 
the county in which they are paid, 
with the cost of collection and plates 
deducted, to be turned into the coun- 
ty's highway fund and be accounted 
for by the county highway commis- 
sioner to the state commission. 


That a system of county police be 


established 
to regulate 
automobile 


traffic, with authority to arrest, and 
that fines collected for violations of 
such regulations be applied to the 
costs 
of maintaining such police, 


courts' expenses and the remainder be 
used for highway repairs. 


That stringent regulations for width 


of tires be adopted by each county. 


Would Repeal Eugenic Law. 


Assemblyman Cart Pleper of Dunn 


county has a bill to repeal the eugenic 
marriage law. In its stead he will pro- 
vide that a license to marry shall not 
be issued until both parties to the pro- 
posed alliance shall have given their 
word of honor by making and signing 
a declaration of freedom from vener- 
eal disease, the statement of the man 
to be verified by a reputable citizen 
and that of the woman by her mother 
or next friend. 
There is no penalty 


prescribed for violation and the re- 
quired declaration is not in the form 
of an affidavit or oath. 


Release of $>55,000 Asked. 


A bill was introduced in the as- 


sembly to make available to the state 
board of agriculture an appropria- 
tion of $255,000, made by the legis- 
lature two years ago with the string 
to it that the money was not to be 
used until Milwaukee 
county pur- 


chased the Fleming tract to be added 
to the state fair park. The bill pro- 
poses to turn this amount over to the 
board of agriculture and relieve Mil- 
waukee county of any obligation.

Corn is one of tho crops for which 


Wisconsin is noted and figures issued 
by the United States department of 
agricultuie on Dec. 31, 1914, are given 
to piove this point. The value of the 
com crop, per acre, Is given as $26 32 
as compared with Indiana, Iowa, Min- 
nesota and Illinois where the corn 
crop does not come much above the 
?19 mark. 


Other flguras from this same bulle- 


tin ai e quoted to show that Wisconsin 
produces wheat, barley and rye worth 
at least $1.00 an acre more than that 
raised in the states mentioned. As 
for flaxseed, Wisconsin grows tho best 
on earth, for the crop here is worth 
$1687 an acre, compared with $1190 
in Minnesota, and $11 40 in Iowa, says 
Uiis commission. 


Tobacco grows better In Wisconsin 


than in Virginia, where it was grown 
by the first white men in America, l£ 
the figures quoted mean anything. 
Wisconsin tobacco is worth $129 80 an 
acre compared with $93.80 in Illinois, 
$81 In Indiana, $79 20 in Ohio, $74.76 
in North Carolina and $68.50 in Vir- 
ginia, the last on the libt. 


Wisconsin is noted all over the 


world as a dairy state and the figures 
ot the immigration bureau show this 
is due to the value of the state's milk 
cows. 
Badger cattle sales averaged on 


Nov. IB last, $65 while in Illinois they 
were'only worth $64 BO. Iowa $63, Min- 
nesota $60.40, and Indiana $54.20. The 
foul-year average for cattle sales in 
Wisconsin is given as $5220; Illinois 
$51 38, Iowa $5118, Minnesota $46.22, 
and Minnesota $47 90.

The czar has long suffered by

; If ever there was a king In looks it is Nlch- 
jolas Nicholatevitch. He Is full six feet six Inches 
in his stockings, lean but graceful, with a head 
In which the keenest intelligence - is combined 
Iwlth vast dignity and force, 
i "When he is with the czar the latter by com- 
hparlson Is weak and Insignificant looking, a cod- 
idled monarch. In secret the czar's subjects are 
mot slow to speak of this and many avow history 
k>f the past twenty-five years would have been far 
(different if this tall Mars had been In hia cousin s 
iplace that the humiliation ot the defeat by Japan 
[would have been spared the proud Russians. 


It has to be remembered that the commander in 


jchief has taken his commission to make him dic- 
tator ot Russia, The proclamations to the Poles 
and the Jews promising liberties in exchange for 
tayalty during the war were not signed by the 
czar but by Nicholas Nicholatevltch. This waa 
astonishing In Itself and many have maintained 
:made the promises null and void because tie 
promising party would never have the power, If 
:he had the wish, to carry out his obligations to 
the oppressed peoples.

Yet would the czar dare to oppose his victori- 


ous general by refusing to grant a request to 
carry out these promises? Such an issue might 
:prove a popular one for Nicholas Nicholaievitch. 


The history of Grand Duka Nicholas begins In 


an unhappy youth. 
He clung to his German 


'mother whose Russian husband had woefully 
wronged her and ruined the family fortune. But 
come to manhood, he followed straight in his 
'father's footsteps, for the parent was one of 
Czar Alexander II's famous field marshals, who 
many times had scourged the enemies of Rus- 


8 Alexander HI was not especially fond of the 
young Grand Duke Nicholas, for noble and peas- 
ant alike consciously or unconsciously gave more 
homage to this splendid giant than to the three 
spindling, dull sons of the ruler. He ordered 
that the grand duke's army activities must be 
limited to the cavalry-hut the only result was 
Boon to be told that his horsemen, thanks " 
to 


Nicholas Nicholaievitch, were now the best In 
Europe! 


Meantime the. Nicholas' family life was not 


free from the scandal which so often has made 
the title "grand duke" a reproach. He first mar- 
ried the middle-aged widow of a wealthy trader. 
He did not bring her to court, but left her at 
Moscow, where she. would be safe from the 
slights her extraction might earn her In- higher 
company. She died and her husband, now a rich 
man, 
only too quickly wedded the Princess Anas- 


tasia of Montenegro, with whom he had long 
been in love. It was while she was the wife of 
another man, the duke of Leuchtenberg, that 
Nicholas Nicholaievitch wooed and won her. She 
persuaded Czar Nicholas to permit her divorce. 


Anastasia is a large-framed, vigorous, ambi- 


tious woman, devoted to the cause.of the Slavs. 
She is a firebrand and unscrupulous in methods 
to further her husband's progress to the position 
of natural leader of the Russian Slavs. It Is . 
said her husband is altogethe. too Intimate with 
a certain lady of the imperial ballet, but this 
does not seem to affect the relations between the 
wedded couple. 
She is always magnificently 


clad and is as regal in figure as her husband. .. 


Throughout the Japanese war the soldiers 


hoped Grand Duke Nicholas would be lade their 
leader and he was again and again promised to 
them. Many believed final disaster would have 
been averted if the czar had conquered his jeal- 
ousy of his popular, cousin. After the war, -when 
the throne was threatened by the revolutionists, 
the czar was forced to fall back on the man he 
had slighted and the grand duke restored order 
by stern means. He was in danger of assassina- 
tion, and commanded admiration by constantly 
going about the streets unattended. 


Just what happened when the present war 


broke out remains to be told. It will be an In- 
teresting story. It Is known that the czar aspired 
to follow the kaiser's example, take the field 
with his soldiers, and "be his own field marshal." 
What pressure was brought to bear to dissuado 
him from this imrpose and to force his accept- 
ance of Grand Duke Nicholas is hard to say. But 
there are rumors that the mobilization was well 
along before the czar knew of it. 


It is to be remembered there Is a Junker party 


in Russia as well as in Prussia. And this party 
claims the grand duke as leader. 


The present situation is this: The cabinet 


council of the empire meets every day at Peter- 
hof. Its resolutions are outwardly submitted to 
the czar for confirmation; but, as a-matter of 
fact, the cabinet simply 0. K.'s the orders of the 
all-powerful commander In chief and the czar 
then also attaches his signature. In time of war 
the'cabinet does not dare defy the army head, 
nor does the czar. 


If all this is concealed from the mass of the 


Russian people, it is entirely clear' to that astute 
German, the czarina. Supposed to be a nervous 
Invalid, .she has suddenly donned the garments of 
the Sisters of Charity with her daughters and 
entered the hospital wards. She is even present 
at operations and has bound up the soldiers' 
wounds with her own hands. Anyone who knows 
the almost religious attitude of .the Russian peas- 
ant to the "Little Father" can realize the wild 
enthusiasm aroused among those whom the czar- 
ina thus visits.. 


Can the czarina be .striving to win luck for 


her family the personal popularity the grand 
duke is taking from her husband? It may be so. 


Her little son, now ten years old,, is suffering 
from an obscure ailment and may never grow to 
maturity. If he lives he might have hard work 
in gaining the throne, for the tradition of blood 
Inheritance is not any too strong in Russia 
Many times in her history Russia has seen Inheri- 
tance by might instead. 
. 


If the czarevitch dies the succession would tan 


to the Grand Duchess Olga, eldest daughter ol 
the czar. To bolster up her claims the czarina 
is said to be working for a marriage .with the 
Grand Duke Dmitri. Dmitri Is closer to the -ac- 
cession than Grand Duke Nicholas. But he is 
little of the soldier—a handsome fellow, yet too 
elegant and Irresponsible.

If the betrothal were announced of Olga ana 


Dmitri with the proclamation that Olga Is to 
ascend the throne in the event of her brothers

WORK ON THE FIRING LINE 


Monk Went Into twelve Battles With Bavarians 


and Was Wounded in Foot. 


A South German monk who entered the First 


regiment of the Bavarian Royal Guards as a vol- 
unteer officer at the beginning of the war, is now 
lying wounded In the hospital at Freiburg. Ha 
described his experiences when he was inter- 
viewed: 
"On August 10 our battalion was sent direct to 


the frontier. 
Then we proceeded in forced 


marches as rapidly as possible to the:Vosges 
mountains, where the French had already taken 
up their positions. 


"The French had Intrenched themselves so se- 


curely and firmly that they could hardly get out 
again. All who fled we shot down. 
At nine 


o'clock their positions were ours. They threw 
away everything they had—rifles, blankets and 
knapsacks—in the panic of fear. All their trenches 
were full of dead and wounded. 


"Our artillery had come up meanwhile; their 


shrapnel tore fearful gaps in the ranks of the 
fleeing Frenchmen, as they could not scatter in 
the narrow valley through which they had to re- 
treat 


"Ths French prisoners we took seemed to re- 


gard us as monsters. Everywhere we went after- 
ward the French terrified the people by crying, 
'The Bavarians are coming!1 They remember us 
still from 1870, 
. 


"I took part in twelve great battles. The last 


•was near Eplnal, where we were lying three days 
under fire. I was wounded about four o'clock In 
the afternoon of the third day. That was the 
worst day of all. The shrapnel burst over us 
from two sides at once. We sought protection 
even behind the dead. 


"It was the fiercest fire I ever saw. I pushed 


my way back through the bail of bullets, and a 
piece of shrapnel tore my knapsack open. Finally 
I reached a dismantled battery and lay down 
under cover of the timbers. 
The bullet'which 


passed through my foot was burled in the sole of 
my shoe, and the shrapnel was found in: the meat 
tin. I.have them both as souvenirs^"

belief that the common mole of east- 
ern United States produces fur of 
equal value, skins were submitted to 
profession.'.! furriers, who stated that 
the quality is superior to the foreign 
product. A report on the economic 
status of the eastern species was pub- 
lished during the year. Tho mole In- 
habiting the northwestern coast Is 
larger than the common eastern spo 
cles, and a number of these have been 
collected In order to obtain a report 
on the quality of the pelt. If tho te* 
ture of the fur proves to be as good as 
that of the eastern animal, thore Is no 
reason why trappers should not secure 
a good income by capturing those ani 
mals, as the area they Inhabit Is ex- 
tensive. In many localities an acre 
of ground supports as many as a nun 
dred individuals. If this llttlo animal 
can be profitably trapped for Its fur 
the problem of freeing ogrlcultura 
areas from 
It will practically be 


solved.

Inks does not bleach in using printed 
material for new paper, a French firm 
ha« patented a special ink. The black 
pigment is a compound from tanbark 
extracts acting on ferrous sulphate, 
and this 1» incorporated with resin, 
or mineral oil and resin, or boiled lin- 
seed oil.

True, one can 
buy inexpensive neckwear that is very 
pretty; but alas! only until It has 
been laundered. Then it is poor look- 
ing and sleazy. 
The better qualities 


of neckwear are quite expensive. For 
example, a 'collar marked at $1.50 I 
found was made of lace sold at 50 
cents a yard at the counter. The two 
were exactly the same, both In tint 
and quality. As one yard makes tho 
collar the saving is obvious. It could 
be made in half an hour, too. 


The lace is folded in two and nine 


inches marked off at each end. There 
it is mitered to form the corners. The 
lace between the corners is plaited 
or gathered to nt the collar on the 
waist. A strip of lawn doubled will 
make the raw edges neat and give a 
firm hold for sewing in. 


The organdie collars are very popu- 


lar indeed. A collar in a good quul- 
ity will cost 50 cents, the cheaper 
kinds a quarter, while half a yard at 
the material will make half a dozen 
collars in different sizes because tlie 
material it BO very wide.
